Tax rates of Marin County’s! 
105 special districts were set 
by the Board of Supervisors! 
yesterday after a lengthy re­ 
port by Michael Mitchell, as­ 
sistant auditor-cont roller. 
Mitchell calculated today that 


t h e property tax requirements 
for the districts come to a total 
of $9,810.894. This, h e said, is 
about twice what the county 
gets from property tax. 
Mitchell noted: There are 2751 
layers of taxation within Ma­ 
rin. due to variations of district! 
and city rates.

around $10 per $100 assessed 
valuation, the highest Marin 
has seen in several years. 
Seventeen school districts out

Charles S. McCandless and 
Co. and Hahn, Wise and Bar­ 
ber, Inc. of San Carlos (merg­ 
ing as one firm to handle the 
San Anselmo job), said they 
would not only make a detailed 
engineering study, but also an 
economic study of the down­ 
town area. 
C o m p a n y 
representative 
Justin F. Barber said the eco­ 
nomic studies, “for example, 
would include polls taken of 
c-ity 
shoppers 
to 
determ ine 
what they feel are the advan­ 
tages 
and 
disadvantages 
of 
shopping 
in 
the 
downtown 
area.” He said 
his company 
would present sufficient data 
to back up any radical change 
from the m aster plan suggest­ 
ed as beneficial to the m er­ 
chants and citizens.

With price estimates, showing 
that the projects could he fi­ 
nanced by the city through as­ 
sessments, parking m eters (if 
the city had a n y . etc. Barber 
said they would charge $9,000 
for the entire job. 
“1 thought we got all this 
when we paid $12,000 for the 
master plan.“ said Councilman 
A t I bur W. Smith, “ 1 told the 
council at the time that we did 
not 
get

money's worth 
from the plan, and now this 
proves it.“

told the council that a study

proposed 
was necessary under the law 
before a plan of the downtown 
area development could be fi­ 
nanced. “or even considered 
by a bond broker.” 
“The m aster plan the city 
has is merely a guide; that is 
all it was intended to be,’’ said 
Puresh.

1 it tie agreed. Mayor William 
Franchini said he was always 
of the opinion that the m aster 
plan was supposed to he an ac­ 
ceptable one, except for de­ 
tails, on 
how the downtown 
area should he developed.

I say a pitcher has a right to 
keep a ball player aw'ay from 
the plate. But he has no right 
to purposely hit him. 


Bl T HOW are you going to 
determine whether the pitcher 
intended to drive him back or 
whether he intended to konk 
him on the bean? 
The only answer to that prob­ 
lem rests with the players. If 
a batter wants to crowd the 
plate and take his chances of 
getting hit on the head, he 
should be forewarned of his 
tactics. 


And then if he gets hit, rt is 
his own fault. 
But a pitcher who purposely 
dusts off a batter takes his own 
livelihood in his hands. He has 
to either keep the ball in the 
strike zone or get out of the 
game. 
The spit ball and the shine 
ball and the mud ball, were 
pitches developed by pitchers 
to fool the batter. Thev were 
legislated out of practice be-1 
cause they were considered an 
unfair weapon. 
Nobody yet has outlawed the 
beanball.

At the mention of a chuck 
wagon dinner today most Ma- 
rinites will set their mouths to 
watering with thoughts of sizz­ 
ling steaks browning over coals 
accompanied by a pot of chili 
beans, a steaming green vege­ 
table and perhaps even sour 
dough bread and a tossed let­ 
tuce salad. 


Actt*ally the chuck wagons 
that bounced over the rutted 
California valley t r a i l s on 
tough, spoked wheels doled out 
a fare that turned the stomach 
of the most bronco toughened 
vaquero. The men who once fol­ 
lowed the wagons, herding cat­ 
tle in the days of the big ranch 
es. rem em ber the usual fare of 
fried meat, beans, potatoes and 
rice dished from huge blacken­ 
ed 
pots onto 
greasy 
dishes 
along along with leaden bis­ 
cuits. with flies, mud and ashes 
overall. 
The cook was chosen 
In the 1880's by his ability to 
drive the mules that pulled the 
lumbering wagon over the hills 
with the herds. His skill with 
the biscuit was never consider­ 
ed. 


The cook mixed the hot cake 
batter in a bowl that had never 
been washed, each new batter 
leaving another layer of dough 
to dry and harden. The dough 
could not be chipped off even 
by the strongest, and when the 
bowl’s volume became too small 
the bowl had to be discarded. 


Still the chuck wagon stood 
out as a beacon to the vaqueros 
who looked for the smoke issu­ 
ing up from under blackened 
pots, visible for miles on the 
range. 


Though the last chuck wagon 
lies rotting in the shade of a 
tree near Bakersfield, the name 
has come to mean informal fun 
combined with “good eats” for j 
the family. Recipes that retain 
thia spirit of the chuck wagon 


| u s u a 11 y turn out to be tfhe 
| youngsters’ favorites. 


RED FLANNEL HASH 
6 medium beets, cooked 
4 medium potatoes, cooked

Strangely, insects seem to be 
immune to many potent germs 
—perhaps nature’s secret pro­ 
tection. 
A northwestern University 
scientist told today of extracts 
from the adult moth that can 
kill many bacteria. 
But these extracts are po­ 
tent as germ killers only in 
laboratory tests. They have no 
apparent capabilities as germ 
fighters in human beings. 
Still they have scientific in­ 
terest. 


IN YOUTH HORMONE 
They were 
first 
found in 
crude extracts of juvenile hor­ 
mone — that chemical, entity 
that acts as a youth 
factor, 
helping regulate growth in in­ 
sect larvae, and gradually di­ 
minishing as insects grow old­ 
er. 
Extract of this hormone from 
the abdomens of adult moths 
first showed antibacterial ac­ 
tion, Dr. Lawrence L. Gilbert 
told a meeting of American In­ 
stitute of Biological Sciences, j 
In the arena of the labora­ 
tory or vessel, this substance 
destroyed such potent 
germs 
as staphylocuccus areus. 
This a germ (looking, under 
the microscope, much like a 
cluster of golden beads) that j 
has evolved resistance to anti­ 
biotics and plagues hospitals. 
Later, Dr. Gilbert and his 
fellow 
researcher, 
Ralph A. 
Slepecky, found that the bac­ 
terial killing action was not in 
the juvenile hormone. It was, 
in fact, due to another chem­ 
ical. 


MAY BE FATTY ACID 
They suggest this chemical 
may be a fatty acid. If so, it 
is a material which would prob­ 
ably be used for food or ener­ 
gy in the human body before 
it could exhibit 1 germ killing 
effect. 
Royal jelly—that substance 
by which bees nourish growing 
growing queen bees—exhibits 
a similar, 
but not identical, 
germ 
killing 
effect 
against 
some bacteria, the 
scientists 
said.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Redwood Road Dedication 
May Be A Clue For Marin 


Dedication of the Avenue of The 
Giants in Humboldt County last w eek­ 
end may have particular significance in 
Marin County. 


The ceremony, in which Gov. Edrnund 
G. Brown and many of his top aides par­ 
ticipated, marked the start of a new 
state policy of cooperation between the 
state's highway and park officials. 


The situation was this: Funds had 
been appropriated to build a new four- 
lane freeway to replace the winding 
Redwood Highway through the Hum­ 
boldt redwood groves. But what was to 
happen to the old road, the one which 
annually draws thousands of tourists 
and nature lovers into the majestic 
groves? 


Humboldt County couldn’t afford to 
keep it in the same repair that the state, 
wit'* gas tax funds, could afford. 
Yet 
the road was still needed to carry all the 
tourists and visitors into the Big Trees. 
The answer, worked out over several 
years, is that the state has accepted both 
roads, one for commerce, industry, and 
through traffic: the other for recrea­ 
tional use. The latter road, old Highway 
101, now will be known as the Avenue 
of the Giants along the 25 nnles of it 
that eventually will be by-passed by the 
freeway. 


Thus the trucks, buses, Eureka-San 
Francisco motorists, and drivers want­ 
ing to get to their destinations in the 
least possible time, have the freeway. 
Anyone who wants to enjoy the forest's 
peace and quiet, now even quieter with­ 
out the trucks, can drive the old road, 


now designated a state parkway. 
This new state policy has great im­ 
plications for Marin County. Right now 
we are having a battle here over what 
kind of a road should be built to West 
Marin. 
There are few persons who will say 
that a new Shoreline Highway will not 
soon be imperative. Yet there are many 
who quail at the possibility of the de­ 
struction of the beauties of our coastal 
areas by the big cuts and fills of a mod­ 
ern high-speed freeway. 
Perhaps this ‘ parkway" concept il­ 
lustrated by the Avenue of The Giants 
gives us a clue. 
Perhaps the thinking 
of the 
State 
Division of Highway is 
broadening to include something be­ 
sides freeways. Perhaps now is the time 
to encourage a new type of “scenic free­ 
way" capable of carrying much greater 
traffic loads than a normal highway, 
but 
adopting 
itself 
to 
countryside 
through which it runs. 
We have long favored a rerouting and 
improvement of the Shoreline Highway. 
We believe that for the normal and best 
development of our coastline, it is a 
necessity. 
But we do think that every effort 
should be made by the Division of High­ 
ways to protect and make, as Governor 
Brown put it, “a far-sighted investment 
in a natural resource." 
The beauty of West Marin, like the 
redwood groves, is a natural resource. 
We think the highway people will be 
willing to investigate any serious pro­ 
posal for the "scenic freeway" concept 
and not to act precipitously.

Medical Care Bill Proves We Have 


Presidential System Of Government 


W ASHINGTON — I n t h e 
voting on th e m edical care 
m easures the Senate proved 
once 
m ore 
th a t 
ours 
is 
a 
presidential system of govern­ 
m ent. 


It was the Presiden t in of­ 
fice w ho prevailed as against 
both Nixon and K ennedy, one 
of w hom will be his successor. 
A lthough th e re was a large 
m a jority in the Senate which 
thinks 
th e 
P re sid en t’s 
pro­ 
gram is inadequate, such is 
th e pow er of 
the 
P resident 
th a t he was able to defeat this 
m ajority.. 


T here w ere 44 votes, all 
bu t one th em D em ocratic, for 
th e A n d e r s o n a m en d m en t 
w hich 
had 
the 
backing 
of 
K ennedy. 
T h ere 
w ere 
28 
votes, all of them Republican, 
for th e Javits-Nixon a m e n d ­ 
m e n t which is m u c h m ore 
liberal than the E isenhow er 
proposal. 


But th e Senate was inca­ 
pable of organizing a m ajority 
fo r a positive m easure. W hy? 
B ecause only the P resident 
can do f i a t kind of thing. 


BY HIS POWER to th re a t­ 
en a veto, the P re sid e n t is 
able to penalize, and for posi­ 
tive legislation to frustrate, 
a congressional m ajority. 
On 
the 
o th e r 
hand, 
the 
voting last w eek shows ra th e r 
clearly th a t if K ennedy w ere 
in th e W hite House, he could 
easily enough have gotten a 
m ajority for his proposal. He 
need ed only f r u r votes out of

K ennedy will be qm te ju sti­ 
fied in arg uing th at th e re i$ 
no prospect of a com preh en ­ 
sive m edical care bill unless 
he is elected.

some m erit, it would be eno r­ 
m ously com plicated to a dm in­

A nderson proposal. 


Nixon,
